No Traffic Cop 


For years the Selectmen of Wilmington have discussed the 
traffic problems at Wilmington Square, and at West and 
Lowell Streets, both places involving numbered highways, and 
thus being under the jurisdiction of the Commonwealth. 
Wilmington police, who sometimes tried to control traffic in 
the square, were forbidden to do so by the Commonwealth. A 
traffic light, at West and Lowell Streets was impossible, the 
‘Selectmen were told, because there could be no chance taking 
‘on tying up the high speed traffic on the nearby Route 93. 


Rep, Fred Cain was asked on 
several occasions to see what he 
could do, particularly about West 

. He could do nothing. The 
Stale Department of Public Works 
didn't want to have traffic tie-ups 
that would interfere with Route 
93's high speed traffic, 

It got to the point that 
Wilmington selectmen were 
grumbling that "someone has to be 
killed first’ before there would be 
traffic lights at West Street. Rep 
Cain kept trying, and finally got 
the state to agree to a blinking 
beacon, with the red light being to 
the two sides of Lowell Street - 
that is, West Street. 

In recent months Selectman 
Danny Gillis has taken up the 
cudgel, speaking up in Selectmen's 
meetings. Rep. Cain tried again, 
and got permission to have a traf- 
fic control officer at Lowell Street, 
at certain periods of the day. A 
week ago Danny spoke up, and the

Council for youth' disbanded 
but youth center opening still far Off 


The Tewksbury selectmen dis- 
banded the council for youth 
Tuesday. The action came after 
the board learned all but $13 
funded to build a youth center was 
spent, but more than $300 in work 
must’ be completed before the 
building can open. 

Town Counsel Charles J 
Zaroulis promised to determine 
who would administer any funds 
used to complete the building. Ac- 
cording to various actions, he said, 
the park commission controlled 
the building, but the recreation 
commission would control 
programs to be held in the facility. 

Zaroulis and members of the 
finance committee, coundil for 
youth, park and recreation com- 
mission and a private group, Youth 
Center Inc,, attended the 
selectmen’s meeting to clear con- 
fusion over which group or groups 
controlled the center 

The confusion stemmed from a 
series of opinions given by Zaroulis 
and town meeting actions that at 
one time or another gave 
different groups control over 
various aspects of the center 

Council builds center 

Voters approved $35,000 for a 
youth center two years ago, and 
created the council for youth to 
build the facility. Zaroulis ruled in 
1972 that while the counci! would 
administer construction of the 


Center uncompleted 

Paul J. McAskill, chairman of 
the council for youth, confirmed 
Feports by Park Cmsr. Ernest 
Lightfoot that the center needed a 
septic system, fire doors, panic 
bars, emergency lights and other 
Safety equipment before the state 
would allow the building to be 


McAskill said many voters 
believed when they approved funds 
to build the facility that the council 
for youth would administer staf- 
fling and programing there. Many 

offered contributions to 
complete a septic system and 
other work at the center believing 
this, McAskill said 
building, the park commission 
would actually control the center. 

Zaroulis advised the finance 
committee early this year that 
programs in the center could be 
run by a number of groups, in- 
eluding the recreation and park 
commissions. 

The finance committee, 
believing the recreation commis- 
sion should administer the com- 
pleted facility, got the 1973 town 
Meeting to amend an article to 
spend $20,000 to staff and operate 
the center. The amendment took 
away park commission power to 
control staffing and programs and 
gave the power to the recreation 
‘commission

Because his group counted on 
these contributions, McAskill said,

Selectman Neil Niven Jr. com- 
mented that it was a “poor policy” 
for the council to award the con- 
tract for the facility without in- 
cluding everything needed for 
completion. 

Frank A. Antonelli, chairman of 
the selectmen, asked McAskill if 
the council had accepted the 
building from the contractor. 
McAskill said the council had, and 
Antonelli said the council's job 
was completed. 

“Does that mean the council is 
abolished?" McAskill asked. 

"| would say it has been 
abolished,” Antonelli answered. 
No other selectman disagreed with 
Antonelli’s statement, and An- 
tonelli thanked the council for its 
work.

Officials learned Youth Center 
Inc., a private group, holds $2600 
collected by the Jaycees for a 
youth center.

An angry Joseph Doherty indirectly scored Selectman 
Joseph Whelan Monday, for criticizing the Tewksbury master 
plan, and confirmed that Whelan was a member of the com- 
mittee that prepared the plan, but had only attended one com- 


mittee meeting. 


Doherty, chairman of the Tewksbury Planning Board, 
made the comments after advsing the planners that the 
selectmen had written him, asking that he attend a special 
Selectmen's meeting on April 9th to discuss errors found in the 


plan 


Chairman Doberty said state 


|, “I personally, as 
chairman of the planning board, 
have no intention of going before 
the board of selectmen and 
explaining it. I have no intention 
Of getting into a big political hastle 
over it. It should not be made a 
political football.” 

Attacks ‘spelling experts’ 

In striking out against critics of 
the plan, Doherty never referred 
specifically to Whelan. Instead he 
attacked “a lot of minor stuff" in 
the plan. 
of minor stuff” in the plan. 

It was Whelan, however, who 
released a list of errors he found in 
the plan at a selectmen's meeting 
two weeks ago. Errors he found 
included misspelled street names, 
incorrectly named streets, mis- 
located public and private 
facilities and vague or conflicting 
information. 

Whelan also criticized master 
plan consultants Nash - Vigier and 
the Citizens Advisory Committee 
for the master plan (C.A.C.) for 
not correcting the mistakes before 
the plan was published. Other 
selectmen either defended the 
C.A.C. or expressed concern over 
Whelan’s findings. 

The selectmen voted at that time 
to hold the April 9 meeting, and 
asked Town Counsel Charles J. 
Zaroulis to determine if the town 
could demand the planning con- 
sultants correct the errors. 

Questions critics’ timing 

Doherty scored the plan's critics 
for not commenting on the docu- 
ment either until it was on the 
floor of the town meeting - where 
several zoning proposals included 
in it were voted down - or until 
after the town meeting.

tire year. Mr. Romano feels this will 
provide alternatives that will “stimulate 
the students educational achievements.” 
Courses will be divided into groups and 
each one labeled according to its difficulty 
Examples of such courses are Journalism, 
American Literature, Literature of the Oc- 
cult, Science Fiction and Individualized 
Reading. 

The Science Department, under the 
direction of Richard DeRosa, is to 
reorganize the entire Science program. 
The concept behind DeRosa’s method will 
be ‘Learning by Doing.” Grades 1 thru 8 
will use Team Teaching and make use of 
films and Science Packets. On entering 
grade 9 there will be no formal lectures. 
The student will concentrate on eight topic 
areas and learn at his own rate. Advanced 
courses ‘will focus on the practicality of 
science rather than the traditional format 
Subjects such as the Physics of Auto 
Mechanics, the World of Drugs, Chemical 
Warfare, Make-up of Human Life, and even 
the nature of the Birth Control Pill will be 
taught to interested students.

years or so knew Ernest Eames - 
better known to gveryone as 
Buster. He -w: native of 
Wilmington - of doughty Eames 
stock. He was born in a farmhouse 
on Woburn Street that dates back 
to before 1730 - one of those two 
farmhouses that are so close tothe 
street, in North Wilmington. 

Ernest died about ten years ago, 
after living a full three score and 
ten years, and then a few more. 
He was the retired Superintendent 
of Wildwood Cemetery. 

He was a typical Yankee Man of 
all Work. “In his youth, and well on 
past middle age, he ran a milk 
route, and had a truck for many 
years afterwards with signs that 
proclaimed that fact. He was one 
of the founders of the Wilmington 
Grange, and helped to put up the 
building, in 1910 on Wildwood 
Street - the one that burned down a 
total of three times. 

He served as an officer of the 
Grange - the Patrons of Husbandry 
as they were called, up to and in- 
cluding Master. He ran, for many 
years, the annual Grange Fair, 
Where Wilmington farmers would 
vie for a dollar prize for the best 
bushel of carrots. 

He was a janitor of the Town 
Hall for a few years - he was a 
Ballot Counter - he was a part time 
farmer. Ernest put his hand to 
almost anything. He lived on 
Federal Street, in a brown 
bungalow that he put up about 1900 

In his later years he was the 
custodian of the Wildwood 
Cemetery. It was a good job for 
Ernest. He did his work carefully 
and one of the jokes of twenty 
years ago was how he and Guy 
Nichols, on a trip to Chelmsford 
‘one day, stopped off for a look at 
‘each cemetery as they passed by 
Guy was, in addition to being a 
Funeral Director, a Commissioner 
of Wildwood Cemetery. 

Ernest left a puzzle behind him 
one that could be of some impor 
tance in archeological circles, or 
of absolutely no importance at ail 

He had a collection of aboriginal 
artifacts - popularly called "Indian 
Arrowheads”, and this collection 
was given to the Wilmingtog 
Public Library in 1971 by James 
Blake, a friend, of Clark st 
Wilmington. Recently the writer 
took that collection from the 
Library for the purpose of 
‘assessing it, and making it 
for an eventual public display
